Furthermore, pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.821(h), it is hereby stated that the 
enclosed submission does not include matter which goes beyond the disclosure in the 
international application as filed. 

Please substitute the enclosed computer-readable form of the Sequence 
Listing into the patent file, as required by 37 U.S.C. 1.821(e). The file on the CRF is 
ASCII output from Patentln version 2.1, created 03/02/2001 in Patentln version 2.1 
on a Windows 95/PC compatible computer. The Sequence Listing file 
"84086SEQ.txt" was copied onto the enclosed diskette 7/29/2002. 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.821(f), it is hereby stated that the sequence 
listing information recorded in computer readable form is identical to the written (on 
paper) Sequence Listing.
